No  authority  has  been  vested  in  Council  for  carrjing  into  eze- 
Mtion  tbo  treaties  of  amity  and  commerce  between  the  United 
States  arid  other  powers,  as  far  forth  as  occurrences  may  happen 
within  tLis  State,  where  the  exercise  of  such  authority  may  be  re- 
faired. 

It  is  our  most  earnest  wish  that  ^  the  Oeneral  Assembly  may  all- 
ways  chcridh  and  patronise,  in  a  very  difttinguished  mauner,  that 
MS  of  Fi-nniyhanian  commerce,  agriculture.  By  their  assist- 
ance, the  useful  discoveries  that  have  been,  or  shall  be  made  in 
soQtttries  longer  settled,  may  soon  be  introduced,  and  be  generally 
sonmutticatcd,  that  otherwise  might  remain  little  known  here  for 

ri  to  come.  The  ingenious  and  learned  gentlemen  who  compose 
Philosophical  Society,  we  are  assured,  would  rejoice  to  execute 
the  generous  designs  of  the  Legislature,  and  would  faithfully  apply 
lad  accDunt  for  any  sums  of  money  that  should  be  committed  to 
Ikeir  maiingemcnt  for  these  purposes.

This  might  in  a  con- 
aderablc  degree  be  accomplished,  by  quieting  possessions  after  a 
leMonablc  term  of  years,  and  by  having  the  records  in  all  the  pub- 
ie  officoH  kept  in  a  manner  easy  to  be  prescribed,  so  that  a  title 
oald  be  rr^adily  traced  through  them.  Under  a  law  passed  the  se- 
renth  of  July,  1759,  duplicates  were  made  of  a  great  number  of 
npers  in  the  Secretary's  and  Surveyor  General's  offices,  for  render* 
ng  real  estates  more  secure.  It  seems  worthy  the  consideration  of 
he  Legislature  how  these  valuable  records  should  be  preserved| 
Ad  whether  the  collection  should  be  continued. 
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If  to  the  Datoral,  advantages  of  this  State  be  added  the  haUts  of 
indostry,  frugality,  and  temperance,  her  prospects  will  be  very  fa- 
Torablc.  These  are  not  only  private  virtues,  contributing  to  the 
happiness  of  individuals.  They  are  publio  benefits,  contributing  to 
the  happiness  of  a  society.  It  is  the  combination  of  these  quali- 
ties that  must  determine  whether  trade  shall  enriehand  strengthen, 
or  impoverish  and  weaken ;  that  is  tp  cause  the  production  and  ex- 
portation of  native  commodities  to  bear  a  due  proportion  to  our  im- 
ports; that  leads  to  a  correction  of  errora  concerning  mechanics 
and  manufactarers,  those  necessary  members  in  the  body  of  a  com- 
munity, and  that  tends  so  directly  to  diflfuse  vigor  throughout  a 
.government 

The  cases  in  which  the  inestimable  writ  of.  habeoi  eorpue  is  to 
issnc,  and  the  mode  of  obtaining  a  proceeding  upon  ,it,  sbould  be 
ascertained  with  precision,  so  that  no  doubts,  delays,  or  diffiooltiea, 
may  obstruct  the  relief  it  ought  to  yield. 

It  seems  propcralso  that  the  duties  of  Oraad  Juries  should  be 
more  expressly  defined. 

The  acts  relating  to  elections  require  a  revision ;  and  many  and 
great  amendments  remain  to  be  made  in  those  for  regulating  the 
militia.  ~ 

Gentlemen  : — It  is  much  to  be  desired  that  the  system  of  our  ju- 
risprudence may  receive  every  improvement  we  can  give  it,  as  soon 
as  such  a  work  can  be  accomplished.  Constancy  in  the  laws,  the 
preservation  of  domestic  concord,  order,  and  tranquility,  and  a 
strength  sufficiently  prepared  for  defence  against  injuries,  are  ea- 
ientiul  to  the  happiness  of  a  State,  They  are  also  the  foundations 
of  a  reputation  that  invites  an  accession  of  ingenious  and  indoa- 
trious  people  from  other  parts  of  the  world  to  share  in  the  bless- 
ings of  which  such  a  character  offers  them  an  assurance. 

Every  citizen  of  Pennsylvania,  therefore,  who  respects  his  own 
interest,  the  welfare  of  his  family,  or  th^rosperity  of  his  oonn- 
try,  will  desire  and  endeavour  that  the  vfst  importance  of  these 
subjects  may  be  perfectly  understood  and  religiously  regarded. 

From  the  measures  of  your  Honorable  Uouse,  gentlemen,  wa 
trust  they  will  derive  a  recommendation  and  sanction.

Gentlemkn  : — Many  persons  are  settling  without  legal  author 
ity  upon  knds  belonging  to  the  State,  which  have  always  been  eon* 
siderod  as  a  very  valuable  fund  for  relieving  the  Commoawealtb 
finom  the  heavy  burthen  of  public  debts. 

These  settlers  may  become  numerous  and  troublesome,  unlesa 
some  effectual  means  can  be  devised  for  preventing  the  mischiefr 
that  are  to  be  apprehended  from  such  irregular  proceedings. 

We  should  be  glad  if  you  would  be  pleased  to  make  a  further 
allowance  for  defravi!^  the  ezj)ence  of  a  clerk  to  assist  the  Seer^ 
tary,  as  we  think  his  salary  ao  more  than  a  reasonable  compeoi»> 
tbn  for  his  own  services. 

As  we  wish  not  to  exercise  any  power  that  is  not  plainly  veataA 
Ja  uBf  dnd  MM  a/yjioation  has  been  made  to  ns  upon  the  sobjeot|  w%. 
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are  desirous  that  the  authority  for  laying  out  highways  should  be 
more  clearly  ascertained. 

Goods  damaged  or  saved  out  of  wrecked  vessels;  are  by  law  to  be 
sold  under  our  direction.  This  power  might,  in  our  opinion,  with 
more  propriety,  be  annexed  to  the  Admiralty  jurisdiction. 

It  does  not  appear  to  us  that  sufficient  precautions  are  yet  taken 
for  guarding  against  the  introduction  of  infectious  diseases  by  sickly 
vessels. 

You  will  approve,  we  are  persuaded,  our  earnest  desire  that  the 
ciiisens  of  this  State  may  be  prohibited  from  being  in  any  manner 
eonceroed  in  the  slave  trade. 

Great  eomplaints  are  made  for  want  of  regulations  respecting  the 
eording«  sale  and  hailing  of  wood. 

An  act  ^  for  regulating  waggoners,  carters,  draymen,  and  porters, 
wiihitt  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  for  other  purposes  therein 
mentioned,"  expired  in  the  year  1777.  We  hope  you  will  be 
pleased  to  consider  whether  that  act  ought  to  be  revived,  with  some 
alterations;  and  also,  whether  further  provision , ought  not  to  be  . 
made  as  to  the  assiie  of  bread,  and  the  authority  and  duty  of  clerks 
of  markets. 

The  agreement  between  this  State  ^nd  the  State  of  New  Jersey 
having  provided,  *'  that  the  judicial  investigation  and  determination 
of  all  capital  and  other  offences,  trespasses,  and  damages  committed 
on  the  river,  shall  be  exclusively  vested  in  the  State  wherein  the 
offendsr  or  person  charged  with  such  offence  shall  be  first  arrested 
or  pirosecat6d,*''it  seems  necessary  that  the  criminal  jurisdiction  as 
to  snch  offences,  tresspasses,  and  damages,  should  be  given  to  the 
comities  adjoining  the  Delaware ;  and  also  that  the  sheriffs  of  those  * 
oovnties  should  have  the  powers  of  water  bailiffs  for  executing  civil 
process. 

Pnnishraents  should  be  so  proportion  to  crimes  as  very  rarely  to 
render  a  pardon  proper.  They  should,  therefore,  in  several  in- 
stances, be  less  severe,  and  particularly  some  of  those  to  be  inflicted 
upon  women. 

Oriminals  convicted  of  offences  not  capital,  and  unable  to  pay 
their  fines  and  fees,  frequently  remain  in  prison  at  the  public 
charge.  Some  mode  should  be  directed  for  disposing  of  them  so 
that  they  may  not  continue  an  ezpence  to  the  State.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whsrjeas,  Definitive  Articles  of  Peace  and  Amity  between  the 
nnited  States  and  bis  Britannic  Majcstj,  were  concluded  and  signed 
at  Ptris,  on  the  third  day  of  September,  1783,  by  the  PlenipotCE- 
tiaries  of  the  said  Unitei  States  and  of  his  said  Britannic  Majesty, 
dalj  tod  respectively  authorised  for  that  purpose,  which  definitive 
Articles  are  in  the  words  following  : 

'|Artiole  Ist.  His  Britannic  Majesty  acknowledges  the  said 
Uoited  States,  vixt :  New  Hampshire,  Massachusets  Bay,  Rhode 
Iskod  and  Providence  Plantations,  Connecticut,  New  York,  New 
Jewcj,  Pennsylvania,  Delaware,  Maryland,  Virginia,  North  Caro- 
Kaa,  South  Carolina,  and  Georgia,  to  be  free,  sovereign,  and  inde- 
Pendeot  States ;  that  he  treats  with  them  as  such,  and  for  himself, 
Us  heirs,  and  successors,  relinquishes  all  claims  to  the  Government, 
property,  and  territorial  rights  of  the  same,  and  every  part  thereof. 

"Article  2nd.  And  that  all  disputes  which  might  arise  in  future 
M  the  subject  of  the  boundaries  of  the  said  United  States  may  be 
prereoted,  it  is  hereby  agreed  and  declared,  that  the  following  are 
ttd  shall  be  their  boundaries,  vizt :  From  the  north-west  angle  of 
Nora  Scotia,  vizt :  that  angle  which  is  formed  by  a  line  drawn  dae 
iu>rth  from  the  source  of  St.  Croix  river  to  the  highlands,  along 
tkiaid  highlands,  which  divide  those  rivers  that  empty  themselves 
into  the  river  Lawrence  from  those  'Which  fall  into  the  Atlantic 
oeean,  to  the  north-westernmost  head  of  Connecticut  river ; 
tbeoce  down  along  the  middle  of  that  river  to  the  forty-fifth  degree 
of  north  latitude;  from  thence  by  a  line  due  west  on  said  latitude 
tttil  it  strikes  the  river  Iroquois  or  Cataraqui ;  thence  along  the 
■iddle  of  the  said  river  into  Lake  Ontario,  through  the  middle  of 
the  said  lake,  until  it  strikes  the  communication  by  water  between 
thatUke  and  lake  Erio;  thence  along  the  middle  of  said  eommn- 
Aieation  into  lake  Erie,  through  the  middle  of  said  lake,  untill  it 
tfrires  at  the  water  communication  between  that  lake  and  lake 
Horoo ',  thence  through  the  middle  of  said  lake  to  the  water  com- 
nanication  between  that  lake  and  lake  Superior ;  thence  throoffh 
kke  Superior  northward  of  the  Isles  Hoyal  and  Philipeaux  to  the 
Umg  lake ;  thence  through  the  middle  of  said  Long  lake  and  the 
vatcr  communication  between  it  and  the  lake  of  the  Woods,  to  the 
Md  lake  of  the  Woods ;  thence  through  the  said  lake  to  the  most 
Borth  western  point  thereof,  and  from  thence  on  a  due  west  course 
to  the  river  Mississippi ;  thence  by  a  line  to  be  drawn  along  the 
>uidk  of  the  taud  river  Mississippi  until  it  intersect  the  northeni- 
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most  p&rt  of  the  thirty-first  degree  of  north  latitude  south,  by  a  line 
drawn  due  east  from  the  determination  of  the  line  last  mentioned, 
in  the  latitude  of  thirty-one  degrees  north  of  the  equator  to  the 
middle  of  the  river  Apalachicola  or  Catahoache ',  thenee  along  the 
middle  thereof  to  its  junction  with  the  Flint  river ;  thence  strait 
to  the  head  of  St.  Mary's  river;  and  thence  down  along  the  middle 
of  St.  Mary's  river  to  the  Atlantic  ooean  east,  by  a  line  to  be 
drawla  along  the  middle  of  the  river  St.  Croix  from  its  mouth  in 
the  Bay  of  Fundy  to  its  source,  and  from  its  source  directly  north 
to  the  aforesaid  highlands  which  divide  the  rivers  that  fall  into  the 
Atlantic  ocean  from  those  which  fall  into  the  river  St.  Lawrence, 
comprehending  all  islands  within  twenty  leagues  of  any  part  of  the 
shores  of  the  United  States,  and  lying  between  lines  to  be  drawn 
due  west  from  the  points  where  the  aforesaid  boundaries  between 
Nova  Scotia  on  the  one  part  and  East  Florida  on  the  other  shall 
respectively  touch  the  Bay  of  Fundy  and  the  Atlantic  ocean,  ex- 
cepting snch  islands  as  now  are  or  heretofore  have  been  within  the 
limits  of  the  said  Province  of  Nova  Scotia. 

Article  3rd.  It  is  agreed  that  the  people  of  the  United  States  shall 
continue  to  enjoy  unmolested  the  right  to  take  fish  of  every  kind 
on  the  Grand  Bank,  and  on  all  the  other  Banks  of  Newfoundland ; 
also  in  the  Gulph  of  St.  Lawrence,  and  all  other  places  in  the  sea, 
where  the  inhabitants  of  both  countries  used  at  anytime  heretofore 
to  fish.  And  also,  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  United  States  shall 
have  liberty  to  take  fish  of  every  kind  on  snch  part  of  the  coast  of 
Newfoundland  as  British  fishermen  shall  use,  (but  not  to  dry  or 
cure  the  same  on  that  island,)  and  also  on  the  coasts,  bays,  and 
creeks  of  all  others  of  his  Britannic  Majesty's  dominions  in  Ame- 
rica ;  and  that  the  American  fishermen  shall  have  liberty  to  dry  and 
cure  fish  in  any  of  the  unsettled  bays,  harbours,  and  creeks,  of 
Nova  Scotia,  Magdalen  Island^  and  Labrador,  so  long  as  they  shall 
remain  unsettled ;  but  so  soon  as  the  same,  or  either  of  them,  shall 
be  settled,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  said  fishermen  to  dry  or 
cure  fish  at  such  settlements,  without  a  previous  agreement  for  that 
purpose,  with  the  inhabitants^  proprietors,  or  possessors  of  the 
ground. 

Article  4th.  It  is  agreed  that  the  creditors  on  either  side  shall 
meet  with  no  lawful  impediment  to  the  recovery  of  the  full  value 
in  sterling  money,  of  all  bona  fide  debts  heretofore  contracted. 

Article  5th.  It  is  agreed  that  Congress  shall  earnestly  recommend 
it  to  the  Legislatures  of  the  several  States  to  provide  for  the  resti- 
tution of  all  estates,  rights,  and  properties  which  have  been  confis* 
cated,  belonging  to  real  British  subjects ',  and  also  all  the  estatee, 
rights,  and  properties  of  persons  resident  in  districts  in  possession 
of  his  Majesty's  arms,  and  who  have  not  borne  arms  against  the 
said  United  States ',  and  that  persons  of  any  other  description  shall 
have  free  liberty  to  go  to  any  part  or  parts  of  the  thirteen  United 
SUitea,  nnd  ihtftm  to  remain  tweWe  months  unmolested  in  their 
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tadttToan  to  obtain  a  restitution  of  such  their  estates,  rights,  and 
properties,  as  may  have  been  confiscated ',  and  that  Congress  shall 
tlso  etmestly  recommend  to  the  several  States  a  reconsideratioa 
lod  revision  of  all  acts  or  laws  regarding  the  premises,  so  as  to 
render  the  said  laws  perfectly  consistent,  not  only  with  justice  and 
eqoitj,  but  with  that  spirit  of  conciliation  which,  on  the  return  of 
ueUessings  of  peace,  should  universally  prevail.  And  that  Gon- 
greas  shall  also  earnestly  recommend  to  the  several  States,  that  the 
ttUtes,  rights  and  properties  of  such  last-mentioned  person^^,  shall 
be  restored  to  them,  they  refunding  to  any  persons  who  may  be  now 
in  possession,  the  bona  fide  price,  (where  any  has  been  given,)  which 
ncfa  persons  may  have  paid  on  purchasing  any  of  the  said  lauda, 
rights,  and  properties,  since  the  confiscation.  And  it  is  agreed 
m«ll  persons  who  have  any  interest  in  confiscated  lands,  cither 
hj  debts,  marriage  settlements,  or  otherwise,  shall  meet  with  no 
lawful  impediment  in  the  prosecution  of  their  just  rights. 

Article  6th.  That  there  shall  be  no  future  confiscations  made,  nor 
uy  prosecutions  commenced  against  any  person  or  persons,  for  or  by 
KuoD  of  the  part  which  he  or  they  may  have  taken  in  the  present 
war;  tnd  that  no  person  shall,  on  that  account,  suffer  any  further 
louor  damage,  either  in  bis  person,  liberty,  or  property,  and  that 
thoie  who  may  be  in  confinement  on  such  charges  at  the  time  of 
tbe  ratification  of  the  treaty  in  America,  shall  be  immediutvly  set 
at  liberty,  and  the  prosecution  so  commenced  be  discontioued. 

Article  7th.  There  shall  be  a  firm  and  perpetual  peace  between 
UsBiittanic  Majesty  and  the  said  States,  and  between  the  subjects 
of  the  one  and  the  citixens  of  the  other :  wherefore,  all  hostilities, 
both  bj  sea  and  land,  shall  from  henceforth  cease;  all  prisitners, 
00  both  sides,  shall  be  set  at  liberty,  and  his  Britannic  iVLijesty 
ihall.  with  all  convenient  speed,  and  without  causing  any  destru<.'tion| 
or  carrying  away  any  negroes  or  other  property  of  the  American 
inbabitants,  withdraw  all  his  armies,  garrisons,  and  fleets,  from  the 
Aid  United  States,  and  from  every  port,  place,  and  harbour,  within 
the  same,  leaving  in  all  fortifications  the  American  artillery  that 
ttaj  be  therein,  and  shall  also  order  and  cause  all  archivos,  re- 
oords,  deeds,  and  papers,  belonging  to  any  of  the  said  Stat*-s,  or 
their  citizens,  which,  in  the  course  of  the  war,  may  have  fall  u  into 
the  bands  of  any  of  bis  officers,  to  be  forthwith  restored  ami  de- 
wered  to  tbe  proper  State  and  persons  to  whom  they  belong. 

Article  8th.  The  navigation  of  the  river  Mississippi,  fn.m  its 
w«ree  to  the  ocean,  shall  for  ever  remain  free  and  open  to  the  sub- 
)oct8of  Great  Britain  and  the  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

Article  9th.  In  case  it  should  happen  that  any  place  or  torntory 
beloD^Qg  to  Great  Britain  or  to  the  United  States,  should  have 
beoi  conquered  by  the  arms  of  either  from  the  other,  bet'  >ro  the 
:ti|  ttriTal  of  tbe  said  provisional  articles  in  America,  it  isagniMi  that 
til  the  same  shall  be  restored  without  difficulty,  and  without  re(^airing 
i\    ttj  oompensation. 
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Article  10th.  The  solemn  ratification  of  the  present  treaty,  e: 
dited  in  good  and  due  form,  shall  he  exchanged  between  the 
tracting  parties  in  the  spaoe  of  six  months,  or  sooner  if  possible,  to 
be  computed  from  the  day  of  the  signature  Df  the  present  treaty* 
In  witness  whereof  we,  the  undersigned  their  Ministers  Plenipo- 
tentiary, have  in  their,  and  in  virtue  of  our  full  powers,  signed  wi^ 
our  hands  the  present  definitive  treaty,  and  caused  the  seals  of  Qis' 
arms  to  bo  affixed  thereto.** 

^nd  whereat,  The  United  States  in  Congress  Assembled^  bavicf 
seen  and  duly  considered  the  definitive  articles  aforesaid,  did  by  * 
certain  article,  under  the  seal  of  the  United  States,  bearing  dt<^ 
the  fourteenth  day  of  January,  1784,  approve,  ratify,  and  confir*** 
the  same,  and  every  part  and  clause  thereof,  engaging  and  promi^" 
ing  that  they  would  faithfully  perform  and  observe  the  same,*  an  ^ 
never  to  suffer  them  to  be  violated  by  any  one,  or  transgressed  in 
any  manner,  as  far  as  should  be  in  their  power : 

And  whereas,  The  said  United  States  being  sincerely  disposed 
to  carry  the  said  articles  into  execution  truly,  honestly,  and  with 
good  fuitb,  according  to  the  intent  and  meaning  thereof,  by  their 
proclamation  bearing  date  on  the  said  fourteenth  day  of  Januarji 
to  notify  the  premises  to  all  the  good  citizens  of  these  States,  there- 
by  enjoining  all  bodies  of  Magistracy,  Legislative,  Executivei  and 
Judiciary,  all  persons  bearing  offices,  civil  or  military,  of  what  ranki 
degree,  or  powers,  and  all  others  the  good  citizens  of  these  States, 
of  every  vocation  and  condition,  that,  reverencing  those  stipulations 
entered  into  on  their  behalf,  under  the  authority  of  that  Fcederal 
bond  by  which  their  existence  as  an  independent  people  is  bound  up 
together,  and  is  known  and  acknowledged  by  the  Nations  of  the 
world,  and  with  that  good  f  .ith  which  is  every  man's  surest  guide, 
within  their  several  offices,  jurisdictions,  and  vocations,  they  carry 
into  effect  the  said  definitive  articles,  and  every  clause  and  sentence 
thereof,  strictly  and  completely: 

Wc  have  thought  fit  lo  make  known  the  premises  to  the  citiieu 
of  this  State,  and  we  do  hereby  strictly  charge  and  command  them 
to  observe  and  act  conformable  to  tbe  same;  and  we  do  hereby  re- 
quire all  Sheriffs  to  cause  this  proclamation  to  be  made  public  ill 
their  respective  counties. 

Given  in  Council,  under  the  hand  of  the  President  and  the  seal  of 
the  State,  at  Philadelphia,  this  twenty-second  day  of  Januarji 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundi^  and  eighty* 
four.

The  defects  in  those  for  imposing  duties  on  importations  will 
appear  from  a  letter  of  the  Collector,  and  some  observations  upon 
iti 

The  act  for  making  vessels  liable  in  the  manner  before  men- 
tiooed,  may  oblige  the  merchant,  after  payment  to  the  person  with 
whom  alone  he  contracted^  to  pay  the  tradesmen  employed  by  that 
p6non. 

It  does  not  appear  that  the  late  act  for  enabling  the  Comp- 
troller General  to  issue  certificates  extends  to  the  case  of 
creditors  on  account  of  confiscations,  as  a  particular  mode  is  di- 
Rcted  by  a  former  law  for  their  payment,  tbo'  from  the  rcasona- 
Meaeas  of  such  an  extension^  it  probably  was  meant  by  the  Legis- 
latere. 

There  are  other  persons  whose  demands  the  Comptroller  was 
Vonad  by  law  to  settle  in  State  money.  The  General  Assembly, 
Oa  the  twenty-fifth  of  June,  1781,  restrained  the  issuing  and  re- 
issuDg  of  that  money  by  their  resolutions  of  that  date.  We  should 
ike  glad  that  this  matter  might  be  taken  into  consideration.

Surpose  might  have  been  managed  with  the  authority  of  CongMi 
'keir  wisdom,  integrity,  and  benevolence,  with  regard  to  sueh  mA 
iters,  are  evinced  by  their  acts  of  the  fourth  of  September,  ITtti 
the  eighteenth  of  April,  1783,  and  the  twenty-seventh  and  twaatf* 
eighth  of  April,  1784.  Proper  representations  would  surely  hsfi 
obtabed  all  the  success  that  might  be  compatible  with  the  Bfilk 
asaential  interests  of  the  Union.

importance  that  this  plan  should  be  executed  upon  such  prinsq^ 
as  to  be  satisfactory  to  the  United  Stotes. 

Here  is  to  be  the  fiuth  of  this  Steto  perpetually  plighted  to  i 
particular  class  of  the  creditors  of  the  United  StateBy  and  ite  rsv^ 
nues,  to  the  amount  of  ite  whole  quota  of  the  debt,  ezelumvelyari 
without  limitetion  of  time  pledged  to  them.  We  say  without  lin- 
tation  of  time,  for  the  proviso  in  the  bill  published,  "  that  tk 
payment  and  appropriation  aforesaid  of  the  said  quota  shall  eeisi 
whenever  the  United  Stetes  shall  make  and  carry  into  exeeotNB 
other  effectual  and  permanent  provision  for  paying  the  annual  ii-  ^ 
terest  and  arrearages  of  interest  due  and  arising  on  their  afonsril  * 
debts,''  does  not  remove  the  objection.  This  clause  plainly  alludil 
to  the  unexecuted  recommendation  of  the  eighteenth  of  Apdi 
1783,  before  mentioned  in  the  bill,  and  to  the  recital  before  mail 
in  it,  *^  that  a  considerable  time  may  elapse  before  a  seneral  sal 
effective  plan  for  the  good  purposes  aforesaid  may  be  formed  sal 
ratified  by  the  several  States,  so  as  to  be  put  in  execution."  Bil 
until  such  other  permanent  provision  and  plan  shall  be  so  made  svl 
ratified,  the  first  obligation  under  the  confederation,  for  eveiy  SMI 
to  pay  ite  quota,  upon  requisitions  of  Congress,  into  the  oomBNt 
Treasury,"  still  continues  in  full  force.

Let  the  State  deviate  as  little  as  possible  A*om  the  Con- 
deration,  and  in  deviating,  let  not  the  only  plea  be  falsified  that 
HI  be  offered  in  its  excuse.  We  are  for  leaving  the  parohaaers  of 
ctificates  what  they  voluntarily  and  cheerfully  beoame,  upon 
rms  that  must  be  extremely  advantageous  to  thesk»  that  is,  eredi- 
fs  of  the  United  States,  with  the  pilviledge  that  has  raised  the 
line  of  their  certificates,  and  they  have  no  right  to  ask,  repeatedly 
M  forth  by  the  laws  of  this  State,  of  laying  them  out  in  lands, 
Udi,  at  a  price  fixed  by  the  last  law,  we  believe  may  be  geuMaUy 
me  by  them  at  the  rate'  of  from  three  pence  to  twelve  pence  an' 
se» 

In  support  of  these  sentiments,  permit  us  to  quote  the  following 
lemoraUe  words  from  an  act  of  Assembly  passed  the  first  day  of 
BBe,  1780,  after  the  operation  of  the  taws  for  making  Continental 
lb  of  credit  a  legal  tender  had  beeo  suspended^  and  signed  by 
le  worthy  gentleman  as  Speaker  who  now  holds  the  same  honora- 
le  oiiee  : — "  The  depreciation  oi  the-  currency  of  the  United 
tites  now  in  circulation,  and  the  speculation  which  has  taken 
bee  in  consequence  thereof,  has  opened  a  door  to  numerous  frauds^ 
ll  may  operate  to  the  general  injury  of  virtue  and  morality  and 
r  the  great  dishonor  of  the  State,  unless'  timely  preventedt  and  the 
nipeot  of  an  aj^preciation,  unless  regulated  on  fust  and  equkaUe 
inciplM,  might  likewise  be  foHowed  by  a  tram  of  evils  as  per- 
eioiu  u  those  ve  have  already  experienoedj^  and  not  only  eneoni'^ 
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age,  but  enable  such  persona  as  haye  obtained  large  Bama  forn 
values,  to  derive  an  undue  advantage  therefrom.'^ 

Why  need  this  State  interfere  with  the  intentions  of  Cong 
concerning  such  purchasers.  That  honorable  body  baa  deeu 
that  a  proper  attention  shull  be  puid  to  them.  Jjet  ns  remen 
that  thcj  have  declared  aIi?o  that,  if  from  the  deficiencies  "of 
least  able  States,  accomodation  cannot  be  effected  among  theiev 
objects  mentioned,  a  preference  shall  be  given  in  the  dischtrg 
the  interest  due  upon  the  foreign  debt."  Surely  we  cannot  h 
that  in  this  resolution  arc  involved  considerations  of  ike  A^ 
consequence  to  the  States. 

Speaking  of  those  to  whom  this  debt  is  dne.  Congress  in  t 
address  of  tho  eighteenth  of  April,  1 783,  employ  this  enpl 
la&guoge.  '*  To  on  aUy^  in  the  first  place,  who  to  the  exertio 
his  arms  in  support  to  our  cause  has  added  the  saccoor  o( 
treasure ;  who  to  his  important  loans  has  added  liberal  donalii 
and  whose  loans  themselves  carry  the  impression  of  his  aij 
nimity  and  friendship."

It  appeara  by  the  reaolutiona  of  tbe  General  AaaimUj  rf  tti 
fourth  of  December  last,  upon  whioh  the  fiinding  bill  ia  fovM 
that  tbe  sum  of  one  bundred  and  eighty-three  tboiiaaBd  ImIa* 
dred  and  thirty-two  pounda  must  be  annually  raiaed  **  lo  Wf  A* 
interea^  of  the  debta  of  tbe  United  Statea  to  dtiiena  of  tbia  Sllli^ 
tbe  interest  of  tbe  debt  due  fro^i  and  assumed  by  tbia  Stale  hfta  a 
iepaiate  capacity,  and  the  payments  to  tbe  late  proprietaiMBi  anh- 
mielf  of  the  civil  list  and  other  ordinary  ezpenoea  of  cofwittaati 
and  ^also  of  such  other  debts  as  are  funded  on  paniedar  rafe* 
nuesl*' 

It^hrther  appeara  from  these  reaolutionai  that  tbe  eatinaftaflf 
debts  ia  inaccurate,  and  only  such,  <<  as  present  drcnmataacea  «U 
admit,  *  and  Congress  mentioning  the  national  debtSt  ffn  tbi 
amount,'  as  far  as  they  can  be  now  ascertained/' 
*  i^per  methods  are  in  process  for  determining  witboertaiafefaal 
in  reasonable  time,  the  debts  due  by  the  United  StateSi  and  by  tUi 
State,  but  the  business  is  not  yet  accomplished.  At  praaeat  it  a 
unknown  what  may  be  the  amount  of  the  engagements  meditalad 
by  this  State,  especially  as  by  the  act  of  Assembly  passed  tba  fiat 
of  December  last,  for  appointing  additional  Commi^oner8|  if  itii 
carried  into  execution,  debts  may  be  assumed  by  tbis  State  u  dae 
by  tbe  United  States,  for  which  no  credit  may  be  allowed  by  then 
to  this  State.  Another  risque  this  State  will  be  exposed  to  by  tbe 
multiplicity  of  counterfeit  certificates ;  a  mischief  arhioh  can  oalj 
be  effectually  guarded  against  by  the  authority  of  Congreaa  boD 
their  controul  over  the  public  offices.  This  we  are  assured  o^ 
that  there  is  a  great  mass  of  demands  against  the  United  Statea, 
still  remainiDg  to  be  liquidated,  in  tbis  Sta^,  whatever  may  profi 
to  be  the  amount  of  them,  when  they  sball  be  settled,  tbe  funding 
bill  includes  them  all.  The  duties  upon  importations,  and  the 
taxes  of  seventy-six  thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty-five  fomuk 
seventeen  shillings  and  six  pence,  are  appropriated  for  paying  the

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bions  of  the  fundiDg  bill,  declare  that  "  an  anniial  tax  of  one 
ndred  thatuand  pounds  is  neoeasary."  It  cannot  be  imagined, 
at  the  State  will  make  a  scramble  for  the  interest  money  among 
B  citiiens,  and  pay  the  most  importunate,  leaving  the  rest  unpaid,

liok  a  moderate  calculation,  thj^  State  must  annually  raise  two 
undred  and  thirty-three  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty-two 
imnds,  besides  the  interest  ef  the  debts  already  funded  on  particu- 
ir  revenues,  and  amouutiug  yearly  to  eleven  thousand  two  ban* 
red  and  eighty- four  pounds  six  shillings  and  four  pence,  exclusive 
f  county  rated  and  levies,  and  of  the  taxes  peculiar  to  the  city.  Of 
his  sum  of  two  hundred  and  thirty-three  thousand  two  hundred 
iod  thirty-two  pounds,  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  pounds,  at 
east,  are  to  be  taken  from  the  people  by  direct  taxation,  and  levied 
^  CJoUectors ;  nor  is  this  the  whole  sum  to  be  thus  taken  from 
wem.  The  expecce  of  assessing  and  collecting,  &o. ,  will  amount  to 
ibofe  ten  thousand  pounds  more.  'Tis  true,  there  are  some  branches 
of  revenue  that  may  possibly  lessen  these  direct  taxes;  but  they 
BUQot  be  relied  upon  to  any  large  amount  when  contrasted  with 
Aeencrease  of  public  expences. 

By  a  report  adopted  by  the  Honorable  the  Council  of  Censors, 
^  thirteenth  of  last  August,  and  since  approved  by  your  Honora- 
Ue  House,  it  appeared  that  these  were  the  following  balances  of

The  pat- 
lio  fiuth  of  this  State  was  solemoly  givto,  with  all  tbe  laiietim^ 
law.  to  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  Pennsylvania  line,  that  "lb 
nid  appropriation  of  the  excise  should  be  and  contioDe  a  fina- 
aenlfund  for  the  purposes  aforesaid;"  tbat  ia,  tbe  payment  if  lb 
iDtereat  on  theii  certificates  "  untjl  means  should  be  proridad  fa 
the  payment  of  (he  principal  sums  specified  in  said  ceitiioM 
nspeclively;"  yet,  by  the  funding  bill,  tho  interest  of  ihesewi^ 
oates  is  to  be  paid  in  paper. 

Xbe  answer  alao  objects  lo  the  manner  ip  wbiob  we  mentiiwl 
tbe  acts  of  March,  I'&S,  aud  their  supplements  in  the  SepUmbi 
talloviDg.  Here  seems  to  faave  been  eomc  mistalie  of  our  meuu^ 
We  mentioned  then)  to  slion  that  Jistinotiona  bad  been  mad*  ij 
the  Legislature,  aud  tbe  funding  bill  itself  makes  diatinolions. 

There  appears  to  have  been  another  mistake  as  to  what  we  M 
concerning  "  buyers  of  OGrtificates   being  led  by  general  eonW 
ation  upon  tbe  subject,  and  by  the  tenor  of  our  laws,  to  coatM- 
plate  the  laying  tirem  out  in  purohatiing  lands."     Tbe  trvth  iiM 
notorious,  that  we  did  really  hope  we  niighi  bo  cicused  for  sotiuu 
it,  for  ihc  purpose,  not  of  revoking  any  engagement  contracted  aiu 
■uoh  persons  by  the  Common  woullh,  but  for  the  purpose  of  pr^ 
Tenting  any  ongagemeDt  being  contracted  with  them   that  migU 
be  attended  by  several  perplexing  embarrassments.     Besides,  tlM 
observation  was  strcDgtheucd  by  being  joined  with  "the  tenoti' 
Mr  laws."     We  alluded  to  the  aet  entitled  "  An  Act  for  the  nh 
of  certain  lands  therein  incntiontd,  for  the  purpose  of  redeeniig  . 
and  paying  off  the  certificates  of  depreciation  given   to  tbe  officto 
and  soldiers  of  the  PennaylTunia  line,  or  their  representativM," 
Ac.,  passed  March  the  twelfth,  17B3,  by  which  the  laoda  to  be  nil 
were  to  "  be  paid  lor  in  gold  or  silver,  or  in  the  certificates  afbt-  > 
aaid]"  and  also,  the  act  cntitUd  "An  Act  for  opening  the  iW  . 
office,"  &c.,  passed  April  the  first,  1784.  which  enacts,  tbat  "d  . 
the  sforesaid  certificates  of  depreciation,  the  eerlificatea  for  mo^  -, 
loaned  to  the  Unitod  States  by  citizens  of  this  State,  or  granlslll  , 
.  the  name  of  or  for  tbe  uae  of  saoh  oitiseas,  and  snob  oertifinlM  si 
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bave  been  or  may  hereafter  be  granted  to  the  officers  and  soldiers 
of  the  lato  Pennsjlvania  line,  and  all  other  depreciation  certiticates 
granted  to  officers  and  soldiers  of  this  State,  and  all  certificates  for 
Mmmutation  and  for  arrearages  of  pay,  and  the  certificates  of  the 
OommiBsaries,  Qaarter  Masters  and  Forage  Masters,  and  also  certi- 
fiflfttes  for  debts  dac  to  the  citizens  of  this  State  from  the  United 
States,  or  from  this  State,  shall  be  received  in  payment  for  the 
linds  sold." 

^  We  know  of  no  other  fand  established  or  intended,  till  last  scb- 
110118,  by  this  State,  in  a  separate  capacity,  for  paying  the  interest 
Ml  the  debts  due  by  the  United  States  to  the  citizens  of  this  State. 
Therefore,  it  seems  a  fair  '*  supposition/'  that  the  dealers  in  certi- 
ficates, unless  they  were  endued  with  a  spirit  of  prophecy,  or  some 
intelligence  extraordinary,  could  not,  in  their  traffic  for  them,  rely 
open  any  other  fund  being  established  by  this  State. 

Another  paragraph  in  the  answer  is  cither  erroneous,  or  may 
kid  into  errors  in  the  construction.  It  is  said,  in  mentioning  the 
national  debt,  and  the  resolutions  on  the  16th  of  December,  1782 : 
'* Unfortunately  no  fund  has  been  found  by  Congress  to  pay  even 
the  interest,  or  any  part  of  it,  from  tl|at  time  to  the  present."  If 
the  meaning  of  this  clause  is,  **  that  no  fund  has  been  found  by 
Oongrcss'*  different  from  the  mode  fixed  in  the  ('Onfederation,  it  is 
right.  Rut  if  the  meaning  in,  '*  that  the  interest,  or  any  part  of 
it,"  has  not  been  paid  by  contributions,  upon  requisitions  from  Con- 
gress, according  to  the  Confederation,  it  is  wrong. 

As  to  the  provision  said  to  be  made  in  New  Jersey,  we  are  not 
informed  of  the  particulars.  The  conduct  of  no  State  can  abrogate 
hdend  duties,  or  alter  our  sentiments  concerning  the  measures  that 
■ay  be  proper  for  this  Commonwealth. 

We  have  carefully  considered  the  many  quotations  in  the  an- 
swer ^  and,  we  trust,  wc  have  fully  shewn,  not  only  that  they  are 
very  remote  from  any  contradiction  to  the  sentiments  expressed  in 
our  message,  but  that  the  message  strictly  and  faithfully  adheres  to 
the  principles  and  purposes  held  forth  in  those  quotations.     With 
Rgird  to  the  conclusion  of  *^  the  address,"  &o ,  which  your  hon- 
onUe  House  was  pleased  **  to  recommend"  to  our  attention,  we 
ksTe  endeavored,  but  find  it  impossible,  to  believe,  that  an  address 
Bade  by  Congress  *'  to  the  States,"  expressly  to  enforce,  by  ''  the 
Mt  powerfaf  considerations,"  as  the  answer  observes,  the  estab- 
fishment  of  an  ascertained  fund,  simple  and  productive  in  its  na- 
tare,  general  in  its  principle,  at  the  disposal  of  a  single  will,  de- 
inad  and  established  on  the  faith  of  the  States,  solemnly  pledged 
to  etch  other,  and  not  revocable  by  any  without  a  breach  of  the 
mend  compact,"  for  these  are  the  words  of  Congress,  could  be 
intended  by  that  bodv  to  promote  such  a  plan  as  is  contained  in 
tlie  fimding  bill,  which  is  directly  opposite  to  their  national^  eon- 
ididftliDg  Tiewe  tnd  designs. 
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With  as  little  socoeMi  we  hare  tried  to  diiooiTer  tbe  many 
tekee  in  fiu)t|  from  wiiieh  erroneoue  oonaeqnenoet  have  beeD  de- 
duced in  the  mewageise  the  answer  alledgee.  Could  tbAjbam 
been  diaoovered,  they  should  have  been  adknowledged*  .  We  an 
BOt  only  deeply  sensible  how  fallible  we  are,  but  alao  bow  vumhI 
we  should  be  by  persisting  in  errors  that  might  i^jnie  Pevql- 
jania. 

(Gentlemen,  our  message  was,  with  unanimous  consent^  inlfndri 
^  to  offer  what  information  we  oould  upon  affidrs  of  muoh  Boveiit* 
to  our  country."  This  reply,  with  the  like  unaoimityt  p«naee  tb 
iame  design,  and  could  not  be  earlier,  aa  your  answer  waa  aeid»> 
fiTcred  to  us  till  four  days  after  your  adjournment. 

This  mode  we  think  as  agreeable  to  the  Conatitutioa  aid  to 
f  V&ctioe,  as  that  of  Conferences.  Conscious  of  the  uprightaeai  of 
our  intentions,  we  are  willing  that  our  consituenU  and  tlie  world 
iliould  be  perfectly  acquainted  with  the  motives  of  oureosdoet; 
^d  aa  we  are  freemen,  and  have  tbe  honor  to  serve  an  iodepead- 
ont  sovereign  people,  we  esteem  it  our  right  and  our  duty  to  deliver 
our  aentimenta  upon  subjects  in  which  they  are  intereated,  ia  neh 
.Banner  aa  we  judge  most  jikely  to  contribute  to  the  advaneeaeDt 
of  their  welfare.

To  these  should  be  added  an  annual  publication  of  the  s^mB* 
tureSi.  with  as  extensive  an  enumeration  of  particulars  as  Wjb  tj 
conveniently  practicable.  By  this  mode  the  taxes  may  be  «di) 
and  exactly  traced  from  the  private  purses  of  the  citizens  whofjf 
them,  into  the  public  purse  of  the  Treasury ;  deficiencies  be  nmij 
discovered ;  and  frauds  and  neglects  be  quickly  disclosed. 

Thos  every  freeman  will  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing,  te 
what  l»e  contributed  has  been  applied  to  the  general  welfiue,  ii 
which  his  own  is  involved,  and  that  any  abuses  in  diverting  it  fran 
that  end,  cannot  escape  detection  and  punishment.  It  will  alsok 
an  encouragement  to  him  to  pay  bis  taxes  cheerfully  when  he  ff* ' 
ceiyes  that  they  are  so  well  guarded,  so  faithfully  disposed  oi^  vA 
so  strictly  accounted  for  to  him.  Beason  and  experience  dewoS' 
strate  that  it  is  the  undoubted  right  and  interest  of  a  free  peoplft  ll 
be  as  fully  informed  of  the  administration  of  public  afiiura  as  4i^ 
cumstances  will  possibly  admit,  and  it  is  evidentiy  the  duty  of  dwh 
servants  to  use  every  exertion  that  they  may  be  thus  infcnued.    « 

We  are  much  pleased,  after  a  careful  examination^  to  find  M 
th|  expences  of  the  publications  necessary  for  attaining  the  befoM 
mentioned  advantageS|  when  compared  with  the  benefits  to  be  do* 
ri^  from  them,  are  too  inconsiderable  to  be  regarded.

As  we  bave  every  reason  to  believe  tbat  tbe  affections  of  tbe  In- 
dians  are  novr  conciliated,  tbcir  confidence  gained,  and  tbeir  former 
friendabip  restored,  in  sucb  a  manner  tbat  tbeir  present  dispositiona 
iDay,  by  proper  measures,  be  improved  to  great  advantages*  we 
hope  your  Honorable  House  will  judge  tbeir  requests  wortby  of 
immediate  attention. 

We  should  not  do  justice  to  tbe  merit  of  our  Commissioneriy  if 
'we  neglected  to  express  ourselves  very  sensible  of  tbe  ability*  dili* 
geiMM,  frugality  and  fidelity,  with  wbiob  tbey  bave  discbarged  tbe 
trust  reposed  in  tbem.

Gentlemen  : — Having  taken  into  our  most  serious  eonaidiwitfai 
a  transcript  of  the  record  of  the  conviotion  and  attainder  of  Asm 
Doan  by  out-lawrj,  transmitted  to  us  by  the  Honorable  the  Jndfli 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  the  capias  and  return,  his  two  petitiomi  ua 
answer  of  the  Judges  to  a  letter  from  us,  and  the  conseqneoMl  te 
citizens  of  this  Commonwealth  of  establishing  a  precedent  ia  a 
capital  case  altogether  new,  we  are  of  opinion  that  a  warrant  ouiiot 
legally  be  issued  by  us  for  putting  the  said  Aaron  Doan  to  deith 
npon  the  said  out-la  wry,  for  several  reasons,  the  principal  of  whieh 
are  eootaiucd  in  the  paper  herewith  delivered. 

As  it  is  doubted  whether  there  is  any  court  from  which  a  writ 
of  error  can  issue,  in  this  case,  we  think  it  proper  to  lay  the  whole 
proceedings  bi^fore  your  honorable  House,  and  leave  it  to  your  de- 
termination, whether  it  is  advisable  to  reverse  the  oatlawijt  in 
order  that  the  party,  according  to  his  prayer,  may  have  a  trial  by 
jury,  for  the  olfenco  with  which  he  is  charged.

REASONS. 

First — The  outlawry  of  the  said  Aaron  Doan  being  founded  en 
the  ^^Jtri  for  the  advanainent  of  Jusficf  and  more  certain  admin' 
istration  tJiereof^'  passed  May  the  thirty-first,  1718,  the  said  act 
ought  to  have  been  strictly  ob.>erved,  and  its  directions  pursued 
with  an  ^'' excecAiiuijlij  nice  and  crrcumstantiar^  exactness,  eepe- 
ciully  as  the  penalty  is  so  great,  and  the  precedent  may  be  so  dan- 
genuis.     4  Bhickstonc,  815.  (h.) 

My  Mnjna  Charta^  no  man  can  be  outlawed,  but  according  to 
the  law  of  the  laud.     1  Blackstone,  142. 

But  the  proceedings  aforesaid  vary  from  the  said  act  in  these 
instances : 

First — It  is  not  returned  by  the  Sheriff  that  the  party  was  called 
on  by  proclaniatiou  •*  to  answer  to  the  Commomcealth^^  as  ac- 
cording to  the  said  act  and  capias  ought  to  have  been  done. 

(a)  It  seems  generally  agreed  that,  in  favor  of  life,  an  outlawry  of 
treason  or  felony  might  be  avoided,  by  plea  that  the  defendant  was  ia 
prison,  or  in  the  King's  service,  beyond  sea,  &c.,  at  the  time  of  theosi- 
lawrv  {u-onounced  against.  But  I  take  it  to  be  generally  agreed,  that  no 
outlawry  Tor  any  other  erima,  (against  a  party  rightly  described)  can  be 
avoided  by  the  pica  of  any  matter  of  fact  whatsoever.  2nd  Hawkins's, 
PI.  460. 
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2iidlj. — ^It  does  not  appear  that  the  capias  was  delivered  to  the 
Sheriff  three  months  before  the  return  thereof,  as  the  said  act  re- 
quires;  it  not  being  even  returned  that  the  proclamations  were 
made  6y  virtue  of  the  capias. 

3rdly. — The  said  act  and  the  capias  order  the  Sheriff  to  make 
proclamation,  &c. ;  but  the  Sheriff  returns  that  he  caused  public 
proclamation  to  be  made,  &c. 

It  does  not  appear  that  the  Sheriff  was  present  when  the  procla- 
mations were  mude.  In  many  cases  of  a  much  inferior  naturei 
the  Sheriff^H  presence  is  indispensably  necessary.     4  Bac.  441. 

4thlj. — The  act  directs  the  proclamation   in   every  Court  of 
Quarter  Sessions,  &o  ;  but  the  Sheriff  returns  that  it  was  made  cU  • 
two  several  Courts  of  Quarter  •Sessions*  &o. 

5thly.-— The  act  says  proclamation  shall  be  made  for  the  party 
"  to  appear  before  the  said  Justices,  at  the  said  Supreme  Court ;" 
but  the  Sheriff  returns  that  the  party  was  called  upon  by  procla- 
mation to  appear  at  the  Supreme  Court, 

Secondly.  The  Sheriff  returns  upon  the  capias  that  the  party 
was  called  upon  **  to  appear  at  the  day  and  lime  tcithin  sped/iedf*^ 
which  might  be  done  by  general  reference  in  the  proclamation  to 
the  writ,  without  express^  mentioning  the  day  and  year  when  the 
party  ought  to  appear.  The  return  ought  expressly  to  mention 
the  day  and  year ;  and  no  intendment,  however  strong,  is  sufficient 
to  supply  the  defect.  2  Hales,  P.  C,  203,  460,  94  ]  3  Bac 
767 ;    4  Burr,  2r)59.t 

Where  life  depends  upon  proclamations,  there  cannot  be  too 
much  exactness  required,  in  order  that  the  party  may  have  due 
notice. 

Thirdly.  The  Sheriff  returns  that  he  caused  public  proclamatien 
to  be  made  at  two  several  Courts  of  General  Sessions  of  the  Peaoe^ 
held  at  Newton,  for  the  county  of  Bucks,  &ca. 

This  return  is  not  sufficient.  It  was  solemnly  determined  on 
repeated  argument,  and  the  most  serious  consideration  by  all  the 
Judges   in  Wilkes^  case,  to  which  the.  Honorable  the  Judges  of 

•  The  return  (in  ilie  case  of  John  Witkes,  Esquire)  says — "I  have  caused 
poblio  proclamation  to  be  made,  in  manner  and  form  as  within  I  am  com- 
manded.^'  This  is  certainly  too  loose.:  The  proclamations  are  not  xv.ffi.ciently 
set  out  for  the  court  to  judge  whether  they  were  properly  made  or  not*  I 
thought  this  error  **  fatal." — Lord  Mansfield  in  WiUesU  case.  And  the 
error  would  have  been  ^^  fatal  "  if  proclamations  had  been  Jiecessary  in 
that  case  ;  but  from  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  it,  they  were  not  neoea- 
sary.

fif  an  outlawry  bo  returned  that  the  party  was  exacted  (called)  ai  thne 
several  times  in  the  10th  year  of  .Tame?,  and  that  he  was  a  fourth  time  ex- 
acted on  the  twcniyfifih  day  of  Ff/yr//ary,  and  ^/«J  wt>^  a;);7^ar,  without  men- 
tioning any  year,  aud  was  n  fifth  tim**  rxncted  such  a  day  in  March,  in  ih© 
tenth  year  of  J.imes,  altho'  it  may  be  intended  that  be  whs  a  fourth  time 
exacted  in  'he  tenth  year  of  James,  "yet  the  outlawry  shall  uoi  be  good  by 
in  lend  (Sent.''    Hale  and  Roll,  in  the  pages  above  cited. 
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the  Supreme  Court  refer  in  their  answer,  that  <*fironi  the  Pnoi*. 
DKNTSy  it  appears  that  a  series  of  jadgibente  haye  reqaired  a  teAmed 
farm  o/wordt  in  the  description  of  the  Oounty  Court^  at  whieh  it 
outlaw  is  exacted ;  that  after  the  words  ''at  my  County  OmtriP 
shonld  he  added  the  Name  of  the  County  ^  and  after  the  word  HMf 
should  be  added  the  county  of— (naming  it.)  In  the  retim  ii  III 
present  case,  the  name  of  the  county  i$  not  mentioned  he/br$  til 
word  ^^heldJ^  Lord  Mansfield  quoted  several  cases  in  which  oat* 
lawries  had  been  reversed  for  this  defect;  and  one  of  them  was  it 
outlaw  for  Murder. 

Upon  the  authority  of  these  precedents,  Mr.-  WUkeiU  oaOntj 
was  reversed* f  and  they,  together  with  the  veiy  remarkabk  Jd|^ 
ment  in  his  case,  unite  in  proving  the  present  outlawry  to  beerroneoOi 
unless  it  is  easier  to  take  away  the  Itfe  of  a  citizen  by  ootlawiy  ii 
this  State,  than  to  inflict  a  lighter  punishment  by  outlawry  OB  i 
subject  in  England,    4  Bun  2563,  &ca. 

If  precedents  establish  a  form  of  words  with  so  much  ftne, 
tho'  the  Judges  were  clearly  of  opinion  that  they  begun  sguut 
law,  reason  and  common  sense,  and  that  there  was  not  a  eolov 
originaliy  to  hold  these  words  to  be  necessary,  and  when  tbe 
penalty  is  so  far  inferior,  how  much  more  ought  they  to  be  rind- 
ed, and  how  religiously  ought  the  express  injunctions  of  a  lit 
wisely  and  benevolently  intended  to  guard  against  loose  proceed* 
ings,  to  be  revered  when  those  proceedings  are  to  condemn  te 
death  ? 

So  critical  have  the  Judges  in  England  been  with  respeet  to 
outlawries,  that  we  cannot  find  that  the  use  of  figures  to  denote 
time  as  in  tbe  return  in  the  present  case,  has  ever  been  allowed, 
and  the  difference  of  a  single  letter ^  as  in  this  return,  the  writing 
"  Doane^^  for  *^Doan,^'  has  been  held  a  good  objection  for  reversil 
Style  182  334  ;  Cro.  Elizi  104  ;  Cro.  Ja  676;  3  Bae.  767. 

Fourthly.  It  appears  very  doubtful  whether  the  issuing  a  wir- 
rant  for  the  execution  of  Aaron  Doan  would  be  a  regular  proceed* 
ure,  for  these  considerations  : 

Ist.  Because  there  never  has  been  *'an  instance  in  Pennsylvania 
of  a  person  being  executed  upon  outlawry  by  Judicial  proceedings 
ahney 

2ndly.  Because  if  the  act  for  the  advancement  of  justice^  4'w., 
is  construed  to  mean  the  executing  of  a  person  thereon  attainted 

*Lord  Mansfield  concluded  his  argument  with  saying, '*!  beg  to  be  undei* 
stood  that  I  ground  my  opinion  singly  on  the  authority  of  tbe  cases  ad  judged^ 
which  as  they  are  on  the  favorable  side  in  a  criminal  case  highly  ptf^t 
I  think  ought  not  to  be  departed  from  ;  and,  therefore,  I  am  bnund  to  say, 
that  for  want  of  these  technical  words,  tbe  outlawry  ought  to  lie  reversed,'^ 
The  other  three  Judges  spoke  seriatet/if  and  concurred  with  the  Chief  Jol« 
tice.  4  Burrows,2565.  In  ibesame  volume  of  Burr  ofr<' reports,  page  2^0, 
*'  If  the  Kines  Council  certify  to  him  that  there  is  error^  he  will  not  dvoy  ft 
writ  of  error."    It  is  then  from  Justic$» 
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J  oatUwrj,  it  would  be  more  sanguinary  than  the  law  then  was 
I  England,  for  the  reasons  given  in  the  letter  of  Council  to  the 
odges. 

3rdly.  Because  in  such  a  mode  of  proceeding,  life  is  made  to  de- 
tend  not  only  on  a  supposition  of  the  party's  being  guilty  of  tho 
Time  with  which  he  is  charged,  but  also  on  a  supposition  of  his 
Ming  exactly  informed  of  the  fact  fthe  making  of  the  proolama- 
ions)  to  which  he  is  not  privy,  and  of  which  he  may  be  totally 
KDorant.  Thus  this  mode  of  proceeding  aims  only  at  (hedestrucm 
um  of  individuals,  and,  therefore,  opposes  that  mild  system  of 
urisprudence  which  the  Constitution  of  this  Commonwealth  has 
idopted  from  principles  that  lead  to  a  happy  combination  of  ha- 
ninity  with  legislation. 

4thly.  Because  it  would  weaken  that  security  which  the  Consti- 
ation  of  the  State  appears  to  have  intended  for  its  citizens,  being 
i  dangerous  mode  of  proceeding  that,  if  admitted,  ought  to  be  regu- 
lated by  the  most  exact  cautions,  as  a  precedent  of  this  kind 
BBtablisbed  in  time  of  tranquility,  may  become  a  very  destructive 
BDffine  of  policy  in  times  less  peaceful. 

Otbly.  Because  it  is  unnecessary,  as  the  penalties  expressly  men- 
tioned in  the  act — ^^/or/eiture  of  lands  and  tenements,  goods  and 
tKaUles  " — might  be  judged  by  the  f legislature  a  sufficient  punish- 
ment, unless  the  guilt  be  proved  in  the  usual  manner. 

6thly.  Because  the  act  in  several  foregoing  parts  of  it,  having 
tMiUioned  many  capital  offences,  and  the  punishments  to  be  inflict- 
ed on  /Aa  criminals  who  committed  tJiem,  the  words  which  have 
lieen  quoted  in  the  answer  of  the  Judges,  as  extending  the  penalty 
v^inulawries  beyond  forfeiture  of  lands  and  tenements,  goods  and 
<A<U<eZg,  may  receive  a  reasonable  construction  by  being  restrained 
ifi  tuck  criminals  as  had  been  mentioned  in  the  act  before  it  takes 
^^^^  of  outlawries,  and  also  should  he  prosecuted  and  tried;  the 
whole  clause  taken  together  strongly  implying  an  exclusion  of  out- 
uWB  as  having  escapfd  from  prosecution  and  trial,  and  such  con- 
ttraction  is  recommended,  according  to  the  excellent  and  well  known 
innim  of  law,  by  its  operating  in  favor  of  life. 

^  The  words  of  the  act  for  the  advancement  of  justice,  &ca.,  sec-

to  be  claimed  within  three  years  after  the  death  of  such  criminals, 
otherwise  the  same  shall  go  to  the  Governor,  as  aforesaid,  any  law 
or  usage  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding." 

From  the  foregoing  words,  it  appears  that  the  forfeiture  of  lands 
and  tenements,  goods  and  chatties,  takes  place  on  outlawry  in  the 
case  of  •' TRESPASS,"  as  well  as  on  outlawry  in  the  case  of  ^Hi^eazos 
or  felony y  If,  then,  the  words,  '*  which  forfeiture,"  are  to  be 
coupled  with  the  word  executiony  the  construction  will  extend  too 
far,  and  reach  to  outlawry  in  cases  of  trespnsHf  which  cannot  be  ad- 
mitted. Of  consequence,  the  words,  which  forfeiture,  relating 
to  trespass  as  well  as  to  treason  and  fehny^  must  have  been  »• 
tended  by  the  Legislature  to  be  construed  distinctly  throughoat 
the  following  part  of  the  clause  from  the  words  other  forfeitures, 
expressed  or  implied  by  the  said  judf/mcnfSy  to  be  given  upon  the 
said  capital  offences  mentioned  in  this  act,  drca.,  and  to  go,  dcoa., 
towards  support  of  government,  and  for  defraying  the  charges  of

Viewing  it  as  a  mat- 
ter of  some  importance  that  those  people  .-hould  not  be  permitted  to 
carry  homo   with  them  any  well-founded  prejudice  against  either 
the  justice  or  humanity  of  these    United   States,   Council    have 
thought  proper  to  come  to  two  resolutions  upon  it :     The  first  was, 
that  a  coi)y  of  their  petition  should  bo  transmitted  to  the  Governor 
of  Maryland,  with  a  request  that  measures  may  be  taken  to  inves- 
tigate the  facts  relating  to  their  treatment  by  Captain  O'DonnelU 
and,  if  injured,  that  justice  might  be  done  them.     The  second,  that 
the  general  Assembly  should  be  requested  to  make  such  provision 
for  them  as  may  be  necessary  for  their  immediate  health  and  com- 
fort.

duce and  morchandize  to  market  is  often  obstroct>dy  delayed,  or 
rendered  more  expcusi?o.  If  the  repairing  of  roads  was  mndt  % 
county  cbarge,  to  bo  defrayed  by  a  tax,  and  executed  by  contnet, 
instead  of  being  as  at  present  an  unequal  burthen  on  the  towoibipi, 
we  apprehend  they  would  be  kept  in  better  order,  and  the  poUie 
greatly  benefited. 

Tbe  establishment  of  an  improved  system  of  revenue  is  a  mtitter 
that  seems  to  us  very  necessary,  and  we  therefore,  earnestly  recom- 
mend it  to  your  consideration. 

The  test  laws,  however  proper  or  necessary  they  may  have  been 
at  the  time  and  undor  the  circumstances  in  which  they  were  mide, 
are  at  present,  on  various  accounts,  the  cause  of  mneh  unenbiues! 
in  the  fc'tate.  We  are,  therefore,  of  opinion  that  it  is  now  expedi- 
ent to  revise  them.

The  several  letters  from  Mr.  Secretary  Tlioroson  will-. slew tk 
state  <»f  the  repro.^cntation  iu  Congress  for  the  months  of  November, 
Dcex)nibcr  and  Jaiiuury  last;  and  the  circular  fetter  from  the  Botrd 
of  Tn»asnrj  exhibits  \n\  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
the  United  States  from  the  first  of  November,  1784,  to  the  first  rf 
November,  1785. 

•Mr.  Maclay's  report  of  the  temper  of  tlie  six  Dation?^  and  tbe 
success  of  his  hist  cnm mission,  cannot  fail  to  be  very  satisfactorj, 
And  adds  another  instance  to  the  experience  of'  PcoDsylvaijia,  ihit 
the^icndship  of  Indians  is  only  to  be  secured  bj  treaties  founded 
upon  reciprocal  advantage  fairly  conducted  and  strictly  adhered  t^ 

The  letter  from  our  Delegates  of  the  thirty-first  of  Decenbtr, 
and  that  from  Alexander  Patterson  of  the  twenty  eighth  of  Jta* 
nary,  arc  irMmodiatcly  connected  with  a  subject  of  much  import- 
ance to  the  peace  and  honor  of  the  State.  From  tho^  |«p'?Tsit 
appear^  tliat  the  spirit  of  disorder  which  has  so  much  prcvuiltdia 
a  part  of  Northu.nberland  county,  and  which  the  State  lias  so  tiltea 
and  vaiinly  endeavoured  to  reclaim  by  acts  of  iodulgencc,  is  ^lill 
existing  in  great  force,  And  that  after  having  so  long  spoke  the 
language  of  occa.siifrjal  dibobedicnce,  it  is  now  meditatiog  the  mctas 
of  lasting  defection.  * 

The  paper  signed  John  Franklin,  &ca.,  like  inaoy  former  and 
more  explicit  deninnstratioiLS  of  subtii iss ion,  cau  therefore,  but  If 
ConRidcrcd  as  inttnded  to  amuse  and  deceive. 

Coder  these  circumstancjs,  we  submit  'to  the  wisdom  of  the 
House,  whether  any  new  measures  additional  to  those  provided  bj 

Jour  act  of  the  twenty-fmrth  day  of  December  last,  should  nov 
e  adopted,  as  necessary  to  correct  an  evil  which  forbearance  tep^ 
(fitlly  to  btrengthen  and  increase. 
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The  negotiatioD  with  the  States  of  Delaware  and  Maryland  for 
the  purpose  of  an  improl^d  inland  navigation,  has  commenced,  and 
we  hope  to  receive  the  sense  of  thoso  States  upon  oar  propositionB 
before  the  close  of  jour  present  session. 

On  this  measure  we  would,  however,  wish  to  remark,  thut  the 
reasonings  which  suggested  it  might,  as  far  as  they  relate  to  Fenn- 
flfj^anift  alone,  be  much  farther  and  very  usefully  extended. 

The  increasing  population  and  wealth  of  our  western  frontier, 
makes  a  more  easy  and  intimate  connection  with  it  an  object  of 
much  moment,  and,  considered  in  all  its  consequences,  cannot  fail 
to  induce  some  early  steps  preparatory,  at  least,  for  opening  a  com- 
muDication  by  water,  between  the  Alleghany  river  and  the  West 
branch  of  Susquehanna  river. 

The  letter  of  the  thirtieth  of  January  from  Governor  Henry, 
^ntains  some  resolutions  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Vir« 
giiila,  which,  in  our  opinion,  cannot  but  be  too  warmly  rccom- 
mended.  It  is  the  intention  of  these  resolutions  to  bring  about  a 
Commercial  Convention'  of  the  States,  which  we  regard  as  the  only 
efficient  means  immediately  in  our  power  to  correct,  or  remove  the 
mftny  evils  by  which  the  trade  of  America  has  been  so  long  and 
exceedingly  oppressed. 

By  the  forty-second  section  of  the  Constitution  it  is  declared, 
tbat  every  forf;i;^ner  of  good  character  who  comes  to  settle  in  this 
6tate,  having  first  taken  an  oath  or  affirmation  of  allegiance  to  the 
eamC;  may  purchase,  or,  by  other  just  means,  acquire  lands,  &ca« 
&ca.,  and  after  one  year's  residence  be  deemed  a  free  citizen 
thereof,  &ca.  &ca. 

It  may  bo  the  eventual  misfortune  of  thii$  State  that  no  mf^e 
should  yet  have  been  adopted  for,ascertainiAg  the  good  character 
of  such  foreigners  as  J^ve  come  to  settle  among  us,  and  exorcise 
the  rights  of  citizens ;%d  we  should  hold  ourselves  very  dtficient 
in  political  duty,  were  we  not  to  recommend  that  some  measure 
sboold  now  be  devised  and  adopted  which,  while  it  admitted  the 
industrious  and  honesty  would  operate  as  an  effectual  bar  against 
the  idle  and  profligate. 

The  claims  of  Alexander  McDowell  and  Uenry  Bedkin,  Esquires, 
and  of  Messieurs  Bedford,  Neville,  &ca.,  seem  to  be  well  founded, 
and  have  the  recommendation  of  this  Board.

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Oeorge 
Sohlosscr,  Esquire,  made  report,  which  was  read  and  adopted,  as  fol- 
lows, vizt : 

Your  committee  to  whom  the  petition  of  Oeorge  Schlosser,  and 
the  papers  accompanying  the  same,  were  referred,  beg  leave  to  re* 
port,  that  they  have  carefully  considered  the  same,  and  find  that 
on  the  thirteenth  and  twentieth  of  June,  in  the  year  1778,  said 
Sohlosscr  did  advance  to  this  State,  on  two  orders  of  Council,  the 
sum  of  two  thousand  pounds ;  this  advance  appears  to  have  been 
made  in  consequence  of  the  earnest  sollicitation  of  Council  at  a 
time  when  the  finances  of  the  State  were  very  low,  and  the  necea* 
sities  of  the  army  very  mat.  It  also  appears  by  extracts  from 
the  State  Treasurer's  books,  that  on  the  twelfth  day  of  July,  1779, 
aaid  Schlosser  received  two  thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty 
pounds 

It  also  appears,  by  a  certificate  from  the  Comptroller  Qencral, 
that  one  thousand  pounds  of  the  said  money  is  charged  by  this 
State  to  the  United  States,  at  the  value  thereof,  reduced  by  the 
Continental  scale,  at  the  period  the  same  was  advanced  as  aboftt 
mentioned  •  It,  as  appears  by  a  certificate  from  the  Clerk  of  the  As- 
sembly, that  a  committee  of  the  Honorable  body,  reported  that  the 
Comptroller  General  should  be  dirooted  to  grant  to  the  said  Qeorjgo 
Schlosser  a  certifici^te  for  the  amount  of  the  depreciation  of  the  monies 
advanced  by  him  to  the  Supreme  Executive  Council  in  June,  1778, 
and  repaid  in  July,  1779.  (This  report  does  not  appear  to  have 
been  adopted.) 

From  the  facts  above  stated,  we  are  opinion  that  Mr.  Slosser 
ought  of  right  to  have  certificates  issued  in  his  favor,  for  such  sum 
as  would  put  him  in  the  same  situation  in  which  he  would  hava 
been  if  he  had  placed  his  money  in  the  Continental  Loan  oflioe  at 
the  time  he  advanced  it  to  this  State,  but  as  we  believe  ConneE 
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bave  Bot  the  power  to  take  this  step,  therefore,  eabnut  the  follow* 
iDg  resolution: 

Rttolvedj  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  General  AsseDlly,  to 
anthoriie  and  direet  the  Comptroller  General  to  iasoe  a  eertiieate 
in  favor  of  George  Sohlosser^  for  a  sum  of  money  eqnal  to  the  de* 
preoiation  of  one  thousand  pounds,  (being  the  snm  he  advanced  to 
this  State,)  from  the  thirteenth  daj  of  JunOi  1778,  and  the  defie- 
ciation  of  one  other  thousand  pounds  advanced  as  aforesaid,  from 
the  twentieth  day  of  June,  1778,  to  the  twelfth  day  of  July,  1779, 
being  the  time  the  money  was  repaid.

Germantown  aud  Rozboroogh  townships,  in  the  county  of  Phila- 
delphia, was  read  and  accepted. 

The  following  orders  were  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer,  Tizt : 

In  favor  of  the  Honorable  Henry  Hill,  Esquire,  for  fortr-three 
pounds  ten  shilliDgs. 

In  favor  of  the  Honorable  John  Boyd,  Esquire,  for  fortj-foor 
pounds  five  shillings ;  and 

In  favor  of  the  Honorable  Stephen  Balliet,  Enquire,  for  tbe  sum 
of  twentj-threo  pounds  five  shillings,  being  in  full  for  their  ttteod- 
ance  in  Couocil,  respectively,  until  the  thirty-first  day  of  March, 
1786. 

General  Muhlenberg  attended  the  Vice  President  as  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Property. 

The  appointment  of  Commissioners,  agreeably  to  resolution  of 
Assembly  dated  tbe  twenty-first  of  March  last,  od  the  business  of 
an  improved  inland  navigation,  was  postponed  until  Wcdne^daj 
next. 

The  report  of  Joseph  Miller,  John  Boyd,  and  David  Watsoo, 
Esquires,  Justices  appointed  to  hear  the  evidence  respecting  tbe 
election  of  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  the  district  of  Strasburgh  and 
Lampeter  townships,  in  the  county  of  Lancaster,  was  read  and 
considered ;  and  there  appearing  sufficient  reason  to  set  aside  the 
election,  it  was  accordingly  set  aside  and  made  void. 
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
